Security Council Accepts 
Plan for Jap-Mandated 
Area After Bitter De- 
bate,

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., April 
J (AP)—The chains of Pacific is- 
lands from which Japan mounted 
its attacks against the United 
States officially went under Amer- 
ican control today, through Se- 
curity Council approval of a 
United Nations strategic area 
trusteeship. 

Four hours after the unanimous 
council decision last night, Ameri- 
can Delegate Warren R. Austin 
boarded a train for Washington 
with the major victory in his 
pocket, 

Austin won the significant tri- 
umph in a bitter round of closing 
debate, in which Soviet Delegate 
Andrei A. Gromyko at one point 
abstained from voting on a con- 
tested section rather than exercise 
the veto. 

Commenting that “this demon- 
strates that the United Nations 
does work,” Austin took the re- 
port to Capitol Hill, where he was 
called before a House committee 
to testify on expenditures of the 
American U. N. delegation, Austin 
likewise advised his old colleagues 
in the Senate, which must finally 
ratify the agreement, but this was 
expected to be a routine step, 

Virtual Annexation Step. 

The agreement gives the United 
Statés sweeping rights, amounting 
to virtual annexation, under which 
the Government may fortify the 
vital islands, close them at will for 
security reasons, and prohibit for- 
eign aircraft. 

As sole administering authority, 
the: United States also reserved 
the right to reject any modifica- 
tion or alteration of the terms. 
This was the point to which Gro-

I believe that 
was when Mr. Scanlan suggested 
we do that.” 

“Since then,” Chairman John E. 
Cassidy of the commission asked, 
“have you had knowledge of any 
more complaints?” * 

Saw Federal Reports. 

“T see federal reports every 
time there’s an inspection,” Young 
answered. 

“Do you recall any federa} com- 
plaints of dust in the mine?” 

“No sir,” Young replied, “I was 
not aware of any unusual condi- 
tions because of dust.” 

After some hesitation he ac- 
knowledged that he had seen one 
or two” of the state inspector's re- 
ports, 

Reports by Federal Bureau of 
Mines inspectors showed that 60 
articles of the federal mine safety 
code were being violated at the 
Centralia mine last November— 
and .51 articles were ‘still being 
violated March 20, five days be- 
fore the fatal explosion. The re- 
ports told of clouds of coal dust 
and of ineffective measures to 
control] dust. 

Repeated Warnings. 

Reports by the state inspector 
repeatedly had warned that dust 
in the mine constituted an ex- 
plosion hazard.“ Young, however, 
said he could “throw no light on 
the terrible disaster.”

The evi- 
dence of the loss of 111 lives 
shows up in the ray from thé 
miner’s lamp furnished you. 

Comparatively Safe Mine. 

You are told that this was a 
comparatively: safe mine because 
the management had teken a few 
safety precautions where many 
coal mineg take none. 

The descent down the shaft and 
the trip behind a sorrel mule 
named Red“ back into the work- 
ings was made with the commit- 
tee. 

Six members of the committee 
went down. The coal mining 
authorities among them wanted to 
see if they could find the cause 
of the explosion. They came up 
to announce that the origin is 
now “more mysterious than ever.” 

Yet a definite theory was de- 
veloped, The committee, after 
splitting into two parties, came to- 
gether to return to the coal faces 
where men were preparing blasts 
at the time of the explosion. 

Row after row of drillings were 
found loaded with explosives,

WASHINGTON, April 3 
(AP) — Secretary of the In- 
terior Krug today directed 
that 518 Government-operated 
soft coal mines remain closed 
indefinitely because they are 
believed to be dangerous. 

Krug said the- 2013 other 
mines under federal control 
could reopen Monday at the 
conclusion of the six-day 
‘“‘mourning’”’ period called by 
John L. Lewis for miners . 
killed in the Centralia (III.) 
disaster if the ‘‘operating 
managers certify that they 
have reviewed safety condi- 
tions and practices’ and that 
there is no imminent danger 
to the men working in those 
mines. 

Almost 40,000 miners are 
employed at the 518 mines 
which Krug said are be- 
lieved dangerous from an ex- 
plosion point of view. This 
is roughly a tenth of the min- 
ers employed in bituminous 
pits. The Interior Department 
estimates the 518 mines pro- 
duce 350,000 tons of coal a 
day. Normal production of 
all mines is about 2,100,000 
tons a day, 

The 518 pits will be closed 
until certified by the local 
union’s mine safety committee 
and the operating managers 
or until new inspections de- 
termine that they are rea- 
sonably safe. 

Krug said a review of inspection 
reports did not indicate unduly 
hazardous conditions in 2013 
mines. He directed an immediate 
re-examination of safety condi 
tions and practices along with 


consideration of any federal or 


state inspection reports, however. 
Navy Capt. N. H. Collisson, coat 
mines administrator, called on 
Lewis to submit the names of any. 
other mines “which the uniom 
considers so hazardous as to re 
quire closing.”

James Sneddon, inspector-at- 
large for the State Mines and 
Minerals Department, asked 


Young: “Did your superintendent 


eVer consult you on the matter of 
having one continuous circuit of 
air?” , 

“No,” Young replied, “but I 
knew they were planning a 
change.” 

“Did they tell you that having 
only one circuit of air was a direct 
violation of the law?” Sneddon 

ursued. 

“Not that I recall,” Young re- 
plied calmly. 

Sneddon then ked: “What 
preparation had made to get 
the men out in case of fire?” 
Young answered, “As soon as you 
smell smoke, you're not going to 
stay there. Smoke won't kill you.” 

Dissatisfied with the reply, hard- 
bitten Sneddon, a veteran of the 
mines, pointed out that with one 
continuous air current, smoke 
would circulate as fast as air. He 


asked, “How long do you think it be 


would have. taken to get all 142 
men out?” Young thought 15 or 
20 minutes would have sufficed. 
Actually only 31 men escaped from 
the blast and gas. : 

Wearing a neat blue suit with 
white pin stripe, Young began his 
35 minutes in the witness chair by 
saying he lived in Glencoe, a sub- 
urb of Chicago, and has been oper- 
ating vice of the coal 
company for about 10 years. 

Question of Tiiles. 

He expressed the opinion that 
H. F. McDonald is president but 
participated in operations of the 
company “to a very limited ex- 
tent.”

Young said, smiling. “In other 
words,” remarked Chairman Cas- 
sidy, “he has the title but you 
have the job.”

“Has your work, brought you to 
Centralia frequently?” the chair- 
man asked. 

“It depended on how things 
were going,” Young replied. 

“How often did you come here?” 

“About once a month,” Young 
explained. “I would stay only a 
few hours each time but occa- 
sionally I'd stay all day.“ He 
added he had kept posted on con- 
ditions at the mine “fairly well.” 

About 50 miners, state officials 
and union executives listened 
closely to his testimony in the 
glaomy crystal room of the Pit- 
tenger Hotel. Young and the 
seven committee members sat un- 
der fluorescent lights at a confer- 
ence table. There were no women 
or children present and the at- 
mosphere was one of intense seri- 


ousness, particularly when subse- 
quent witnesses told of their ex- 
periences in the mine, after the 


terrific blast. 

Young was in Chicago at the 
time of the explosion. He said he 
was last inside the mine in Au-

HE fund for the families 
of the 111 victims of last 
week’s mine explosion was 
in excess of 330,000 today. Can- 
tributiong are being received 
by Mayor O. W. Wright and 
the Centralia Sentinel. 

The contributions, mostly in 
small sums, are coming from 
all parts of the United States. 

Anheuser-Busch Ine. of St. 
Louls yesterday gave $5000. 
Griesedieck Bros. Brewery Co. 
gave $3000, and Falstaff Brew- 
ing Corp. $2500. Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, Department of 
Illinois, announced a con- 
tribution, and has requested its 

500 posts in Illinois to solicit 
further funds. Eight V. F. W. 
members were killed in the ex- 
plosion. ; 

In Springfield, bills to pay 
sums up to $5000 to the depend- 
ents of each of the victims 
have been introduced into the 
Senate and the House. A Sen- 
ate bill would provide $5000 
for families, the widow to have 
$2500 and the children to divide 
the remaining $2500. In cases 
where no widow or child sur- 
vives, $2000 would be paid to 
the next of kin. 

Three House bills provide for 
$5000 payments, but the bills 
differed as to the state depart- 
ments to administer. the fund. 
One of the bills, introduced by 
Robert H. Allison (Rep.) , of 
Pekin, would set up a seven- 
member committee to survey 
the survivors’ needs. It would 
appropriate $1,250,000 to the 
commission, which would ad- 

minister the payments.

I hope we find out, I've always 
felt this mine was free of gas and 
I never thought there was a haz- 
ard from permissible explosives. 
Something happened there but 
just what I don’t know.“ 
Saw State Reports. 

Asked whether he was advised 
of reports on the mine by state 
mine inspectors, Young thought a 
moment and then said, “Yes, one 
or two of them. I was consulted 
by our superintendent on the 
complaints. One was with re- 
guard to an additional examiner 
that they wanted put on. I don't 
remember what the other was.” 
Then the chairman inquired if 
he knew that some employes had 
complained to the State Depart- 
ment of Mines asking that papers 
taken from the Centralia 
mines underground foreman, 
Brown, and from Norman C. Pru- 
dent, former superintendent. Gaz- 
ing at the ceiling through his rim- 
less glasses, Young thought, then 
said, “I was consulted at that 
time.” . 
“Did you investigate the com- 
plaint?” Cassidy asked. 
“I knew in a general way what 
the condition was,” Young an- 
swered. “We couldn't get enough 
help on Surfdays to clear the 
roads. All through the war we 
couldn't get enough men for Sun- 
day work, There’s spillage of coal 
from cars on the haulage ways 
that has to be cleared up. 
“We consulted among ourselves 
about a gprinkler system and or- 
dered a carload of pipe for the 
system about last Aug. 15. We 
wanted to order more about the 
first of the year but couldn't place 
the order. 
Pipe Hard to Get. 
The mine is dry—drier than 
the average. We decided to put 
in the sprinkler system but pipe 
is still very hard to get. One car- 
load. would have gone a long way. 
“As for rock-dusting, it’s a ques- 
tion of having labor and supplies 
available. Sometimes we put a 
whole carload on. It depends on 
how much an area needs dusting.” 

Young, who has worked! in the 
mining industry for 27 years, said 
his first knowledge that the Cen- 
tralia miners had begged Gov. 
Dwight H. Green to “please save 
lives” by enforcing mine 
safety regulations came from 
newspaper accounts after the ex- 
ploslon. 

He said he had had several dis- 
cussions with Scanlan about seep- 

e of salt water into the mine 
from oil wells and that steps had 
been taken over a period of two 
years to counter the seepage. 

“Do you agree on the value of 
rock-dusting?” he was asked. 

“In my opinion, it is very de- 
sirable,” he said, but I never felt 
very strong for sprinkling because 
the water dries off.

Supervisors at the mine had 
authority to spend money for 
safety precautions, he - insisted. 
“Did they consult you on any im- 
minent danger?” was the next 
question, “No, sir,” he replied. 

The rockdusting by machines 
had been done at the mine long 
before it was required by law, 
Young asserted. 

Recalled to testify again today, 
Young said merely that the com- 
pany had no suggestions as to 
further avenues of investigation. 

Other witnesses at today’s ses- 
sion included Brown, recalled; C. 
V. Zinkevicz, cage operator at the 
mine, and H, E. Sundermeyer, 
night foreman. All testified that 
there was not an excessive amount 
of smoke following the explosion. 

Sundermeyer also described the 
practice of distributing blasting 
powder in the mine. Each day, 
he said, 16 boxes, each containing 
50 pounds of powder, were taken 
into the mine and distributed 
among the various entries for 
storage in worked-out rooms, Un- 
der the system used, he said, each 
entry received no more than 75 
to 100 pounds of powder every 
four days. 

Dr. George Green, coroner for 
Washington county, told the com- 


mission that it was impossible to 


tell whether the last bodies re 
moved from the mine had been 
damaged by powder burns because 
of their general condition. No 
burns were observed on the first 
of the bodies removed, he said, 


Miners Testify. 


Grim miners including some 
who survived the mine explosion, 
other company men and mine in- 
spectors also testified last. night. 
Victor Meyer of Centralia, who 
works in the Glenridge Mine and 
is president of Local 1397 of the 
United Mine Workers, said suc- 
cinctly: 
“I wanted to speak about mine 
inspectors. We would like to have 
state mine inspectors taken out of 
politics. That's all.“ 
Ralph Stonecipher, a hollow- 
cheeked miner who worked in the 
No. 5 mine of the Centralia Coal 
Co. for 28 years, asserted: 
“That mine could be sprinkled 
twice a night instead of once in 
six months. And the fan could be 
moved to the top.” 
Then he added: “Safety had 
gone down in that mine. During 
the war, no safety meetings were 
held. We asked that the roadway 
be sprinkled» We knew they were 
short of help, * 
“I complained of the dust and I 
complained because they were 
shooting on shift. The president 
of our local, who is dead now, also 
complained,” | 
Asked if he had complained to 
the management, Stonecipher re- 
plied: Our committee did.” 
Survivor's Story. 
John Lorenzini, a survivor of 
the disaster, related: “I was in 
the mine at the time of the ex- 
plosion, It was 3:25 on my watch 
when the power went off. The 
wind started to blow hard. It 
seemed like plain powder smoke 
was burning. 
“We walked toward the fan. 
Brown, the boss, went down. He 
said he couldn't stand it. Then 
we decided to go to the bottom of 
the hill to pull switches at the 
junction. Me and three others got 
there. ‘Blink’ Wilkerson pulled 
the switches. He said, ‘you guys 
stay here, we'll get you in the 
motor,’ 

“We decided what was the use 
of staying there and said Let's go 
on in.’ Cliff Copple found a piece 
of cardboard and wrote with 
chalk, ‘Follow us in.’ He said the 
smoke was clearing up. We got 
on the phone and Fred Hellmeyer 
answered. I began getting a head- 
ache. Helmeyer told us the air 
was getting better and we started 
to walk, 

“But the air was getting bad 
and we went back to the phone. 
I fell. Then I stripped of my 
shirt and dipped it in my bucket. 
Lights started going out, I kicked 
the rail and said, ‘by Jiminy, I’m 
going.’ Cliff said, I can’t make 
it. You keep going.’ I kept going 
and the boys picked me up later. 

“I still think powder smoke 
caused the explosion.” 

H. C. Niermann, a mine super- 
intendent, told ‘the story of the 
mine disaster as he saw it: 

J was on top when the fuse 
went out. I went into the mine 
immediately after the fan stopped. 
I don’t understand one thing— 
some inspectors found places 
which weré not shot. I think 
some shots went off beforehand, 
either accidentally or in some 
other way. The inspectors found 
some shots were fired and some 
were not.“ In my opinion, an ex- 
cess amount of powder went off 
before time and a shot or an ac- 
cumulation of powder was ignited 
in some way.“ 

D. H. Devonald, member of the 
commission representing the Illi- 
nois Coal Operators’ Association,

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SAFETY CODE CUT MINE 
DEATH RATE 10 A MONTH, 
SAYS KRUG IN LETTER 


WASHINGTON, April 3. 


ECRETARY OF THE IN- 
8 TERIOR J. A. KRUG, in a 

letter to Senator Guy Cor- 
don (Rep.), Oregon, chairman 
of the Senate Public Lands 
Committee, recited figures on 
fatalities in the coal mining 
industry in the United States. 

In the last 46 years, Krug 
said, there have been 71,030 
coal mine fatalities, or an aver- 
age of more than 128 deaths a 
a month. 


Under the safety code, in 
operation only since last July 
29, the death rate has been low- 
ered, Average coal mine fatali- 
ties for the six-year period be- 
fore the Government took over 
the mines were 95 a month. 
From last June 1 to the pres- 
ent, including the 111 deaths 
in the Centralia disaster, the 
average has been 85 a month. 


Secretary Krug said the ex- 
isting safety code will expire 
June 30, and urged that a way 
He found to continue and 
strengthen it. 


that the dust explosion was deto- 
nated by a faulty blasting charge. 


Rock Dusted in 1946, 


Niermann, as other employes of 
Young, testified he was author- 
ized to spend money for mine 
safety only “in reason.” The mine 
was rock-dusted the last time in 
July, 1946, he said. 

Medill testified yesterday after 
waiting most of the day to be 
called, 

A report by Scanlan on the Cen- 
tralia mine, written Dec. 18 and 
14, 1945, was brought to his at- 
tention, Medill said, because the 
“recommendations were a little 
out of the usdal.“ He related he 
appointed a commission to inves- 
tigate and they raported “condi- 
tions were petty much as Scan- 
lan said they were, but many im- 
provements had been made. 
Medill said he recalled no other 
reports by Scanlan that were “as 
outstanding.” Scanlan did not 
ask for permission to close the 
mine, Medill asserted. No one be- 
sides Scanlan ever complained 
about that mine, Medill added. 


Medill told of having ordered 
one mine closed, after making a 
“double check” on the inspector’s 
report that it was unsafe. He 
said he was not sure whether the 
closed mine. was near Belleville or 
Breeze, in Illinois. 


Asked if he had seen the letter 
written by miners to Gov, Green, 
begging him to have safety meas- 
ures enforced in the Centralia 
mine, Medill replied; 

“It was sent over to me. The 
Governor’s secretary asked my 
comment. I told him the sub- 
stance of the report on the mihe 
which had been made by my in- 
vestigating commission.” 


Witnesses were not placed un- 
der oath before testifying before 
the fact-finding commission. 

Scanlan, adding to his previous 
testimony, said that “Medil§ got 
hostile” after Seanlan had recom- 
mended a second time that sprin- 
klers be installed in the Centralia 
mine. “The miners wanted some- 
thing done for their safety,” Scan- 
lan said, “They were on my neck.“ 

State Inspector Frank Stank de- 
clared that mines other than the 
Centralia coal firm's mine found 
it not too expensive to take prop- 
er precautions against dust ex- 
plosions. The Superior Coal Co. 
mines, he said, are “dusted with 
rock dust so thick you'd think 
you were in a salt mine.” 


Value of Rock-Dusting. 


M. J. Ankeny, a Federal mine 
inspector, declared that “adequate 
rock-dusting probably would be a 
complete protection against a 
widespread explosion propagating 
throughout a mine,” as happened 
at the Centralia mine. He added 
that rock dust should be applied 
close to the working faces, Wit- 
nesses testified that rock dust was 
not applied much closer than 600 
feet from the, working faces in 
the Centralia mine. 

Fred Lichtenfeld, a company 
mine examiner. testified that the 
Centralia mine always contained 
“a lot of dust.” 


Lichtenfeld gaid the company 
examiners did not report the dust. 
„That's not our job, as far as I 
know, I guess we could have if 
wanted to, but the inspector of the 
state usually takes care of that.” 

Federal Mine Inspector Ankefly 
expressed the opinion that, if dust 
in a mine is dry, the amount is not 
an important factor,in making con- 
ditions favorable for an explosion. 
“An explosion is almost as likely 
with a small amount of dust as 
with a large amount,” he stated.

CENTRALIA, III., April 3—The 
union safety committee at the 
Centralia Coal Co, complained to 
the federal mine administrator a 
month before the disaster in the 
mine here that its biggest griev- 
ance was the presence of dust 
while mechanical coal loaders 
were in operation, 


This was shown in a letter sub- 
mitted in evidence today before a 
subcommittee of the Senate Pub- 
lic Lands, Committee investigating 
last week’s explosion, 

“The biggest grievance,” said 
the union letter, “is dust while 
Joy loaders are working.” Joy 
loaders are a brand of equipment. 

The letter, dated last Feb. 24 


ſand addressed to Navy Capt. N. 


H. Collisson, federal coal mine ad- 
ministrator, was signed by the 
members of the safety committee 
of the miners’ union, Only one 
of them survived the disaster. It 
called attention also to slabs of 
rock loose in the roofs of certain 
entries, or side galleries, which, 
the letter declared, required at- 
tention. In addition, it stated 
that some timbers and mine props 
were piled too close to the car 
tracks in two entries, 
22 Witnesses Summoned. 

The Senate subcommittee’s in- 
vestigation started today, with 22 
witnesses summoned to testify. 
Legislation to reduce coal mining 
hazards may result from it. 

Frank Sever, special counsel of 
the subcommittee, introduced into 
evidence a large volume of docu- 
mentary material, including the 
union letter. 


tion reports about the mine dated 
between Dec. 11, 1945, and this 
March 19; a report of a federal 
mine inspector about it dated 
March 17-20; a Bureau of Mines 
publicity “release” on the condi- 
tion of the mine, dated last June 
5; a series of letters between the 
Centralia company and the feder- 
al administrator extending back 
to late last November; pages from 
the company mine examiner’s 
books for five days immediately 
preceding the explosion; early 1946 
records of the State Mining Board 
concerning this mine; the federal 
mine safety code and the general 
Illinois mining laws, 

Senators Conducting Hearing. 

Conducting the hearing are Sen- 
ator Guy Cordon (Rep.) of 
Oregon, the subcommittee. chair- 
man, and Senator Joseph C. 
O'Mahoney (Dem.) of Wyoming. 
The third member, Senator Henry 
C. Dworshak (Rep.) of Idaho, is 
expected tomorrow. 

The first witness, on the stand 
for several hours, was H. C. Nier- 
mann, mine superintendent, a 
subordinate of the general super- 
intendent. He was among those 
rescued after the explosion, Trac- 
ing the history of the mine, which 
was opened about 1907, he said he 
started working there as a boy 
in 1917. There had been two ex- 
plosions before his employment, 
in which several men were killed, 
he related. 

“In my time,” he continued, 
“there was an explosion about 
1920 or 1921, in which the three 
members of a blasting crew were 
killed, That was considered a dust 
explosion, set off by black blast- 
ing powder. It occurred between 
5 and 6 p. m. when the only 
people in the mine were two shot 
firers and one shot runner, 

“It was the policy then to shoot 
blasts only when all the rest of 
the men were out of the mine. 
This policy was changed in 1927 
when the mine switched to use 
of permissible (approved safety) 
powder and from hand loading to 
mechanical loading.” 

Testimony on Explosives. 

Niermann repeated testimony he 
had given before the state fact- 
finding commission as to his opin- 
ion that an excessive amount of 
explosive was used at the time of 
the disaster. It became apparent 
that the handing of witnesses by 
the senatorial group was much 
more strict than by the state com- 
mission. Questioning was less 
sympathetic and polite and when 
the witness got away from the 
point at issue he would be firmly 
led back to it. 

There had been a recent warn- 
ing by state and federal inspec- 
tors that more than the limit of a 
A-hour supply of explosives al- 
lowed by safety practices was be- 
ing stored in the mine, Niermann 
said. He told of orders issued to 
correct this, including a notice in 
February calling for strict com- 
pliance. 

Air Control Devices Blown Out. 

Niermann said the fact that 141 
men, instead of the legal limit of 
100, were served with one afr sup- 
Ply had nothing to do with 
chances of survival after the ex- 
plosion, as air-control devices 
were blown out anyway. He con- 
ceded that the letter of the law 
had not been followed as to rock 
dusting as a safety measure. Rock 
dusting was to have been done 
three days before the explosion 
but some adjustment of equip- 
ment prevented it, he declared, 

Niermann disclosed that miners 
trapped in the thirteenth and 
fourteenth sections of the mine 
telephonéd to the main shaft for 
aid immediately after the explo- 
sion, The concentration of monox- 
ide gas and the absence of oxygen 
masks prevented rescue efforts “at 
that time,” he said.

KRUG SAYS MINE MANAGER 
GAVE MISLEADING DATA ON 
PIT’S SAFETY CONDITIONS 


Asserts Two Reports by U.S. Inspector Did 
Not, Warrant Emergency Closing 
of Centralia Shaft.

, WASHINGTON, April 3—Secre- 
tary of the Interior J. A. Krug has 
told the Senate Committee investi- 


[gating the Centralia (III.) mine 


explosion that neither the Novem- 
ber nor the March report of a 
federal inspector warned of dan- 
ger sufficient to have warranted 
emergency closing of the mine. 
He said also the Coal Mines 
Administrator, between the No- 
vember and March reports, 
sought information of the mine 
Management as to progress 
made in complying with the 
safety recommendations and 
that it was evident from the in- 


spection report the data submit- 
ted by the “operating manager” 
was misleading. 

The “operatinE manager” was 
not named, However, in the Ad- 
ministrator’s office the recorded 
operating manager for the Fed- 
eral Government is H. F. Me- 
Donald, president of the Cen- 
tralia Coal Co. 

McDonald was formerly in 
charge of the Bell & Zoller com- 
pany’s St. Louis sales office in the 
Boatmen’s Bank building. Later 
he became general sales manager 
of the company. 

Krug’s report was sent yester- 
day to Senator Cordon (Rep.), 
Oregon, chairman of a special 
committee appointed to investigate 
the blast that took 111 lives in the 
Centralia Coal Co.’s No. 5 mine 
last March 25. The committee was 
scheduled to begin hearings today 
in Centralia. 

The report was not made public 
but the Post-Dispatch learned, 
fror: Senate sources who had an 
opportunity to examine it, the gen- 
eral nature of the document and 
many of the statements it con- 
tains. 

Two of Krug’s major points are 
that he received many complaints 
under the Krug-Lewis agreement 
but never had a complaint from 
any of the officers of the United 
Mine Workers about the Centralia 
mine, and that the union’s mine 
safety committee at the Centralia 
pit never communicated with his 
department about conditions de- 
spite the fact the members had ac- 
cess to the federal reports. 

Resume of Krug’s Letter. 

What follows is a resume of 
Krug's letter to Cordon as it was 
given the Post-Dispatch: 

Krug began with a brief sum- 
mary of the disaster, saying the 
explosion took place at 3:27 p.m. 


There were 142 men in the mine, 
some on their way to the surface. 
The Bureau of Mines was notified 
at 5 p.m, the same day, March 25. 
By the following day 12 bureau 
employes and six employes of the 
Coal Mines Administration were 
at Centralia. The cause of the 
blast was not known, 

The first inspection of the mine 
for compliance with the federal 
mine safety code began Nov. 4. 
Copies of the report resulting from 
this inspection were sent to a

No Imminent Danger Found. 

Neither the preliminary report 
nor the final report of the Novem- 
ber inspection found “imminent 
danger.” Despite the fact the 
union complained of poor safety 
conditions in older mines, neither 
the union’s safety committee at 
the Centralia mine nor any repre- 
sentative of the union, discussed 
conditions at Centralia with 
Krug’s department. 

The November report listed 61 
items.of noncompliance (the Post- 
Dispatch count was 60). Nineteen 


were said by the Bureau of Mines 
to be of major importance. | 

Last Nov. 25 and 29, he said, | 
the Coal Mines Administrator di.“ 
rected the operating manager of 
the. mine to comply with the No- 
vember recommendations, On Jan. 
25, Feb. 21 and March 7 the Ad- 
ministrator asked for information 
about. what the manager was do 
ing to comply. On Nov. 30, Feb. 
10 and Feb, 24 the manager out 
lined what. progress he was mak- 
ing in complying with the recom- 
mendations.. 

As a check to determine the ac- 
tual progress of the operator, a 
second inspection was made 
March 17 to 20, and copies of the 
resulting preliminary report were 
sent to all the interested persons. 
Again, the report ‘did not suggest 
“imminent danger.” 

The final report of the second 
inspection was not completed 
and delivered until three days 
after the explosion. This indi- 
cated 55 items of the code were 
being violated, 52 being the 

same that were in violation in 
November (the Post-Dispatch 
counted 51) and three being new 
ones, Sixteen of the items were 
regarded as of major impor- 
tance, 

The inspection report showed 
that the operating manager's 
statements were misleading and 
the Coal Mines Administration 
did not have the opportunity to 
take action because the explo- 
sion occurred before it received 
the March reports, 

The federal inspector was ac- 
companied in November and 
March by an Illinois State mine 
inspector, who made up and post- 
ed his own report. Krug did not 
see this but understood it did 
not find “imminent danger.” 

The authority for the Bureau 
of Mines to make inspections is 
derived from an act passed in 
1941, Subject to this act are about 
3550 mines. Each is inspected at 
least once a year, some oftener. 
Every effort is made to get par- 
ticipation of labor and manage- 
ment in the inspection and in 
subsequent procedure. 

The Bureau of Mines has no 
legal authority for enforcing its 


through full co-operation of . 
bor and management and that 
with the increased rights of l. 
bor there should be increased 
responsibility. 

Therefore it was provided in the 
agreement that a mine safety 
committee be selected by the lo- 
cal union. This committee, brief- 
ly, can force the removal of men 
from mine areas it thinks to be 
exceptionally dangerous unless the 
committee’s decision is overruled 
by the Coal Mines Administrator. 

Inspection of mines and enforce- 
ment of safety regulations has 
always been a state responsibility 
and except for the temporary

The safety code, prepared with 
the assistance of the United Mine 
Workers, has raised substantially 


the standards of safety in the 


mines in at oy possession. 
Many req@irements necessitate 
purchase of equipment and long- 
range changes in miners’ working 
habits. It was understood that 
many improvements could. not be 
made at once, ewas provided 
in the code that where equipment 
could not be obtained immediately 
the requirement that it be in- 
stalled was suspended. 
Ventilating Equipment. 

For example, at present, deliv- 
ery of mining machinery takes 
from six months to a year and it 
takes a similar length of time to 
obtain and install ventilating 
equipment. 

As of last March 24 the Bureau 
of Mines had reported inspection 
of 1582 mines in government pe 
session. A total of about 70 
violations of the code were noted 
or an average of 27 violations pr 
mine, These “violations” are mo 
in the nature of deficiencies, sinc 
they refer usually to deficiencie 
from standards set by the code 
and it was not expected that al 
these standards could be met 
once, 

Only two of the mines met al 
the requirements of the code. 

In 31 cases, according to Ce 
Mines Administration records, 
cal mine safety committees of th 
UMW took action under provision 
of the code. Twice the commit 
called the men out of the mines. 

In each of the 31 cases a fede 
inspection was made to evalua 
the extent of the dangers report 
by the committees. In seven e 
the 31 the inspectors found mar

Ten of the victims died in the 


explosion and fire and the others stone 


succumbed in a hospital. 

The workers were making toy 
buzz bombs in the Brown Manu- 
facturing Co. for Fourth of July 
sale. Shortly after the blast, the 
cause of which was not known, 
flames were so intense that fire- 
men were unable to get closer 
than 100 yards from the building. 

All of those who died were from

A. L. Browne Owner of Rec- 
ord of Stone Building 
Which Is Being Razed. 


A. L. Browne, traffic manager 
of the Manufacturers’ Railway Co.

8 Says 10 Pet. Cut 


Would Save $2,300,000 
—Recommends Clean- 
ing of Court Building. 


Reduction of-10 per cent in the 
number of employes on the city 
payroll, with an estimated saving 
of $2,300,000 a year, was recom- 
mended by the February term 
Circuit Court grand jury, in its 
final report to Judge William H. 
Killoren today. 

“There may be more employes 
on the city payroll than are ac- 
tually needed,” the grand jury’s 
report stated. “At this time, if 10 
per cent of the employes were dis- 
pensed with, they could find good 
jobs in private enterprise. 

“It is therefore suggested that 
all elective officials of both politi- 
cal parties of the city, and those 
who have charge of employment, 
make a survey with the idea of 
reducing their personnel for the 
sake of economy in the city gov- 
ernment, 

“If the personnel were reduced 
10 per cent, there would be a sav- 
ing of about $2,300,000 a year. 

“It is the thought of the grand 
jury that no reduction of services 
rendered would result with proper 
and business-like management. 

“The jury is aware that many 
departments will give reasons why 
their particular department should 
not reduce personnel, but the wel- 
fare of all the people of the city, 
in keeping taxes and expenses 
down to a minimum, transcends 
other considerations.” 

Refers to Tax Plans, 

Following this outline of its 
economy plan, the grand jury men-

GROMYKO SALUTES THE PRESS

told the Council of Foreign Min- 
isters today the United States 
would be willing to consider 
limited German reparations from 
current production, but only if the 
Allied powers agreed to leave in 
Germany a number of plants now 
earmarked for capital repara- 
tions, 

At the same time Marshall pro- 
posed the compromise formula, he 
reaffirmed in a paper circulated 
among Russian Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov, .British Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin and 
French Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault that “present demands to 


increase the reparations agreed on 
at Potsdam cannot be considered 
by the United States.” 

This was a restatement of his 
qualified opposition to Molotov’s 
demand for $10,000,000,000 over 20 
years. 

Earlier, Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
principal adviser to Marshall on 
Germany, returned by plane to 
Berlin in a move interpreted as 
indicating the United States dele- 
gation saw little prospect of set- 
tling any German issues at the 
current conference. | 

(Gen. Clay, on his arrival in 
Berlin, asserted that “all hope has 
been given up of reaching a settle- 
ment on reparations” at the Mos- 
cow conference. He said the con- 
ference was “not proving a fail- 
but also is not proving a 
success.” He said it would be im- 
possible to realize economic unity 
in Germany at the present meet- 
ing and that “nobody expected 


to.“) 

Molotov-Bevin Exchange. 

At one point in the ministers’ 
session today, Molotov in an ex- 
change with Bevin accused the 
Briton of defending dictators and 
the kind of democracy“ that ex- 
ists in Greece. This came during 
a discussion of the kind of elec- 
tion system which should be set 
up in Germany and whether it 
should include, as Molotov argued, 
a proportional representation sys- 
tem. 

The exchange began when Bevin 
said he believed the German peo- 
ple themselves should settle the 
detail of proportional representa- 
tion when they adopted a consti-

Molotov responded to Bevin by 
asserting he often defended dicta- 
tors and the “kind of democracy” 
they have in Greece. 

Bevin retorted that the Greeks 
used proportional representation 
in their parliamentary elections. 
Molotov rejoined that this showed 
what could happen to a good sys- 
tem when it got 
worthy hands. 

The exchange ended with smiles 
all around, Persons present said 
the talk was not especially heated 
and that Bevin called it an ex- 
change of compliments.”

U.S. Reparations Plan. 


Marshall's proposal on repara- 
tions, previously taken up briefly 
in a secret session Tuesday, is 
based, he said, on the assumption 
that the German levet of industry 
is to he raised and that plants 
now marked for reparations ex- 
port can be used to increase the 
level, 

The heart of the Marshall for- 
mula was that the nations which 
would have received the plants 
should agree instead to receive an 
equivalent value in German repa- 
rations. 

“If the proposals for reparations 
from current output are to be con- 
sidered, these proposals must, in 
our view, be limited to compensa- 
tion from the plants which were 
destined for removal but which 
are no longer available by reason 
of an increase in the level of in- 
dustry to aid the European 
economy,” Marshall’s paper said. 

He declared that “any plan for 
providing such compensation (for 
factories not taken as reparations) 
must not increase the cost of the 
occupation, retard the repayment 
of Allied advances to Germany, re- 
tard the establishment of a self- 
supporting Germany, nor could it 
be permitted to prevent the equi- 
table distribution of coal and 
further raw materials in short 
supply among the countries de- 
pendent on these resources.” 

“It could not become operative 
until economic and political unity 
as well as the further related ob- 
jectives have been attained,” he 
said. 

Three Points in Industry Plan. 

In discfissing an increase in the 
German level of industry, Marshall 
said that “the United States dele- 
gation believes that a further in- 
crease is desirable to serve the 
peacetime needs of Germany and 
of Europe.” The industrial level 
last was fixed in March of 1946.

The Federal Bureau 
of Mines views the Centralia 
mine as a gaseous mine, but the 
Illinois Department of Mines, using 
a less exacting standard, classifies 
it as a non-gaseous, 
Under Federal Mine safety code, 
a mine is gaseous if more than

explosive gas, can be detected by 
chemical analysis or otherwise. 
Under Illinois regulations, a mine 
is gaseous only if methane is de- 
tected by use of a safety lamp. 
This lamp has a white flame, and 
the gas, when present in sufficient 
quantity, produces a blue cap on 
the wihte flame. This lamp flame 
test, however, will not detect less 
than about 1 per cent of the gas. 
Type of Blasting. 
Inspector Malesky said the type 
of blasting employed in the Cen- 
tralia mine was not approved by 
the Federal Bureau of Mines.

For New Dictatorship, Look on 
U.S. as Favorable to Cause 


Monarchist Organ Says It Was Not Possible 
Before Now to Take ‘Strong Measures’ 
Because British, Who Are Leaving, Have 


Socialist Government.

Encouraged by the proffered 

economic and military assistance 
from the United States, and great- 
lv boistered by reports from 
Washington indicating that offi- 
cial United States opinion is in- 
clined to work with the monarchy 
politicians of the royalist right 
wing are preparing for the solidi- 
fication of their position by dic- 
tatorial means. 
Such a view, expressed only pri- 
vately up to now by royalist 
leaders, was set forth publicly last 
week by the responsible and lead- 
ing royalist newspaper, Kathe- 
merini, which has always been the 
organ of the Greek royal family, 
and which has the largest circu- 
lation in the country, 

In a lead editorial titled “New 
Laws,” the newspaper stated that 
the Greek people wanted a gov- 
ernment which would take “dic- 
tatorial measures,” such as deny- 
ing employment and public assist 
ance to those who do not agree 
with it, closing down their news- 
papers, meeting-halls, theaters and 
other means of dissemination of 
information, and carrying on the 
struggie in the mountains and 
cities “with any means.” 

It had not been possible until 
now, the newspaper argued, to take 
“courageous, strong measures” 
because the British and their 
Labor government “could not take 
a step to the right without step- 
ping on Labor party members in 
London.” 

British Are Leaving. 

Now the British are leaving, the 
editorial added, and the govern- 
ment has “all the means, and its 
hands are absolutely free, it can 
do just as it pleases respecting the 
constitution, if the constitution 
doesn’t annoy it, or making a con- 
stitution of its own.” 

The royalist organ said that 
the government “should not hesi- 
tate or be afraid of anyone. It 
now has with it the world and 
the international climate,’ neither 
of which any government of the 

ht has had up to now.” 

In what appears to be an effort 
forestall fears that the United 
tes may not look upon its pro- 
posals with favor, Kathemerini 
emphasized that that country also 
proposes aid to Turkey “where if 


there is no dictatorship there 16 


surely no intemperate parliamen- 
tariam.” 

As of Tuesday, for the first time 
since mid-October, 1044, there are 
no British sentries standing guard 
before the various buildings in 
Athens housing British military 
units, a sign marking the end of 
Britain's political, military and 
economic pre-eminence in Greek 
affairs and the failure of British 
policy in Greece. 

British policy was based on 
Winston Churchill's insistence that 
only the Greek royalist right wing 
could hold Greece within the Brit- 
fish sphere of influence. Many 
voices were raised against this 
policy as far back as 1943 and the 
liberal and socialist leaders who

came out of occupied Greece at 
that time, and again the following 
year, correctly predicted the bloody 
consequences that would result 
from this policy. No one listened 
to them then, They were ignored 
and abused. 

Churchill's fear of Russia led to 
a closer and closer British collab- 
oration with the royalist right 
wing and drove Greeks to one of 
the two extremes, 

It led to the “December trou- 
bles” of 1944. Even then, amidst 
all the confusion which followed, 
the situation could have been 
saved, but, once again, howevér, 
the British brushed aside the mod- 
erate liberals and centrists and 
gave the green light to the mon- 


archist right wing. The British 


sent military, police, economic, la- 
bor and legal missions to Greece, 
but only the first two had any 
real authority and they had to 
follow the Foreign Office line. 
Lost Opportunity. 

Revision of British policy on 
Greece, which everyone here, in- 
cluding the right wing, expected 
after the victory of the British La- 
bor party, was not effected and 
another opportunity to straighten 
out the Greek situation was lost. 

Acquiescence by the British Em- 
‘bassy here and by the DBDritish 
military and police missions in the 
policies of the Greek right wing 
were always taken in Greece as a 
positive indorsement of these poli- 
cies and as an encouragement to 
go further, 

In time, the Greek monarchists, 


who had practically no mass fol- 


lowing left at the time of the lib- 
eration, were strong enough to ig- 
nore their British patrons, This 
happened in the case of the plebis- 
cite last year which British For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin had 
wanted postponed until 1948, 

In his farewell message Mon- 
day, Lt. Gen. K. N. Crawford, 
commander of the British forces 
in Greece, said that “I have been 
repeatedly assured by the Greeks 
that the presence of British troops 
in Greece has been of enormous 
moral value and that we have 
truly helped to get Greece back 
on her feet.” 

Yet President Truman’s speech 
requesting American aid for 
Greece indicated that although 
Greece may be on her feet today, 
she is ready to fall flat on her 
face and right into the Russian. 
sphere of influence. 

Four years of Britain's strong 
pro-royalist policy and short- 
sighted solutions which were de- 
signed to offset and prevent the 
Russian sphere from spilling over 
into Greece have had exactly the 
opposite effect. 

Only the Greek leftists have 
taken any notice to the British 
withdrawal from Greece. 

The royalists have already for- 


gotten their old benefactors and 
are thinking only of the new.

Paul's Choice: 
To Be National 


Or Party King 


Greek Monarch Has 
One Appeal for 
People in His 
Family Life.

OW alike are brothers? In the 
truth behind this unanswera- 
ble question lies the future of 


Greece and of America’s stake 
there, 
Two brothers, monarchially 


alike and medaled almost alike, 
rode along the boulevard of 
Athens one day in December, 1935. 
Cheered by Greeks, yet without a 
drop of Greek blood in them, they 
had come back to Greece by 
reason of a dictated plebiscite. 
Yet no bomb was thrown, and 
the secret police found little to do. 
Greece wanted a new deal. 


Today the elder of the brothers, 
the earnest, dull, dispirited George 
lies in his coffin, and Paul, eleven 
years his junior, mounts the shaky 
dais of a monarchy that was 
founded as an <American-styled 
republic. 

Again Greece wants a new deal. 
Can it get it from Paul? 


When George mounted the 
throne in 1935, his first act was 
to drop the dictator, Gen. George 
Kondylis, who, with substantial 
British encouragement, had made 
him king as a counterpoise to 
Mussolini’s Fascism. Eight months 
of normal parliamentary govern- 
ment followed, the happiest Greece 
knew. 

Paul has a similar emergency. 
Will he be a party king or a na- 
tional king? 

Greece is ruled by a semi-dicta- 
torship of the right, sparked by 
a hysterical fear of Communism. 
Will he attempt a reconciliation 
such as George achieved in the 
only successful eight months of 
his reign? Will he follow up with 
an iron dictatorship like George’s? 


Characters Similar. 


The characters of the brothers 
are similar, Paul, taller, plumper 
and handsomer than his Hamlet- 
like. brother, has the same politi- 
cal views as did George. 

It is not recorded that the 
Crown Prince or Diadoxos, ever 
attempted to dissuade George 
from setting up the bitter dicta- 
torship of 1936-1940, or to halt to- 
day’s spread of leftism through 
royalist persecution of dissenters 
by secret police, exiles and fir- 
ing squads. 


What Greece desperately needs 
is a non-party king actually in- 
terested in the common man. 

Paul is at least a normal and 
happy man in his family lite. 
His political intelligence remains 
untested, but he has the makings 
of a human sovereign, His Ger- 
man-born wife, Frederika, is so- 
clally warm and active, She has 
escaped the congenital chill that 
makes Greece's foreign royal 
house insufficient to the needs of 
the emotional Greeks. 

The three children; handsome 6- 
year-old Constantine and the two 
daughters Sophia and Irene, give 
the background of cheerful fam- 
ily life lacking in the unhappy ea- 
reer of the glum George. 


If Family Life Were All. 


George always resisted diplo- 
matic suggestions that he ap- 
proach his people directly. Paul 
may be open to influence, If fam- 
ily life were all there were to 
being king, Greece today would 
experience a relief like Britain's 
at the switch from Edward VIII 
to George VI. 


A young American girl from a 
diplomatic box ten feet away 
watched Paul keenly last October 
at a festival in the Athenian sta- 
dium, 

“I like his face,” she said, “but 
I could not understand why he 
never clapped. The dancers were 
shivering they were so eager as 
they turned their faces up to him, 
but he recognized them only by a 
mod and never once clapped.” 

Paul has always stayed apart 
from George, as his elder brother 
drifted. into becoming the party 
king. Today, Paul could, with or 
without urging from President 
Truman, attempt a program of 
political amnesty, new elections, a 
cleansing of quislings from the 
army, and a parlimentary govern- 
ment which would render Greece’s 
future less cloudy, 

A new deal led by Paul could 
give the American taxpayer a 
chance at having something to 
show for the half billion dollars 
he has already sunk in Greece and 
the additional 300 million destined 
for there under Truman’s bill. 


Paul leans heavily for prestige 
on the British royal family, as did 
George, but there is nothing in his 
career which shows that he would 
not be willing to furnish bases to 
the American fleet and air force 
in return for a guarantee against 
Slav aggression. 


‘Moreover, a gesture of amnesty 
from Paul could save the Ameri- 
can taxpayer those 150 millions of 
dollars earmarked by Truman for 
the probably hopeless task of ex- 
terminating 15,000: ex- allied Com- 
munist“ guerrillas.

Sober second thought has been 
overtaking these galloping ambi- 
tions on reluctant but inexorable 
feet, 

In part, restraint has come from 
a re-examination of the milita 
balance of the world, and in par 
from the growing firmness of 
American policy. If the military 
situation did not justify and sup- 
port that firmness, however, no 
words that we could speak would 
have much effect.

As the Senators Begin 


Two United States Senators are in Centralia 
today to open the investigation of the Senate 
Public Lands Subcommittee into the mine dis- 
aster. They are Cordon of Oregon, a Republi- 

‘can, and O'Mahoney of Wyoming, a Democrat. 
At the same time, Secretary Krug has taken the 
sweeping action of closing 518 mines over the 
country for safety reasons. 


For two days the state commission, headed by 


John E. Cassidy, former Illinois Attorney Gen- 
eral, has been taking testimony, The Illinois 
Senate yesterday ordered its own investigation. 


In a few days the Washington County grand jury 


will be assembling its information. Thus, are 
the investigating and law enforcing agencies of 
nation, state and county marshalling their forces 
in the wake of failure of state mine safety in 
Illinois. 

Long before the Centralia mine disaster, the 
Post-Dispatch called for the strengthening of 
federal mine inspection so as to provide real 
teeth for its enforcement. We renew that po- 
sition now. 

If ever a man stood justified in a campaign 
on a national scale, John L. Lewis, UMWA 
president, stands justified in his efforts for 
nation-wide mine safety. The wanton sacrifice 
of 111 lives in Southern Illinois is tragic con- 
firmation of his bill of particulars against poli- 
ties-ridden state inspection and enforcement. 

Testimony before the belated investigating 
commission appointed by Gov. Green, printed in 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday, brought out the 
fact that the management of the mine was well 
aware of its long-continued violations of state 
mine safety laws, but did not make corrections 

it did not wish to spend the required 
money. E 

The Bell & Zoller coal companies formed a 

million-dollar corporate organization and yet 


they could not afford the relatively small out- 


lay necessary to keep Mine No. 5 at Centralia 
from being a death trap for the men who dug 
its coal! 

What was wrong is that the operating head 
of the companies, William P. Young, who knew 
all about the condition of the mine, was not 
forced by the State of Illinois either to spend 
the money or to close the mine, Here was 
where state enforcement of a model safety state 


‘law, compromised by a patronage system and 


Gov. Green’s political fund shakedown, collapsed. 
Here also is where federal enforcement inevi- 
tably comes in. 

To this end, Representative Landis of Indiana, 
also a coal-producing state, is sponsaring a bill 
to put teeth in the federal law. It should be 
checked and double-checked. John L. Lewis 
among others should study it. Federal enforce- 
ment should be on the job whether the mines are 
run by their owners or are temporarily in gov- 
ernment hands. 

Failure to observe safety rules in mines has 
been so general that only two or three mines,“ 
so Edwin A, Lahey reports, out of approximately 
2000 checked by federal inspectors were found 
in full compliance with federal safety require- 
ments. In the face of this, the Federal Coal 


Mine Administrator, Capt. Collisson, relied on 


“moral suasion” to convince operators of the 
need for adherence to safe standards, 

This does not excuse the shockingly negligent 
state officials in the least. Indeed, it only points 
Such men as Dwight H. Green, 
Robert M. Medill and William P. Youn¥ are the 
ones who invite federal enforcement into what 
has been a state field, : 

Had they and their kind done their duty, no 
demand for federal enforcement would arise. 
They defaulted and their default makes it man- 
datory that others provide the protection which 
was their responsibility and within their power.

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Another Argument for Train Radio 

The wreck of the Katy Railroad's Texas Spe- 
cial at Armstrong, Okla., in which one was killed 
and several were injured, is another argument 
for the use of radio on the railroads. It argues 
that radio should be used not only intra-train 
but inter-train. 

The Texas Special, running in a light fog, 
sideswiped a freight train that was backing onto 
another track to let it by. It is a type of wreck 
that happens again and again. It will keep on 
happening until the railroads replace the last 
of their present primitive safety devices with 
modern refinements, 

Fifty persons were injured in a similar wreck 
on the Santa Fe at Fowler, Colo., on June 19, 
1944. A westbound train, pulled off on a siding 
to let an eastbound train pass, started off before 
the other train had cleared, and the engine 
rammed into the last two cars. Three months 
later, on the Chicago & Northwestern at Mis- 
souri Valley, Ia., a passenger train pulling off 
onto a switch to let a freight train by was struck 
by the freight, which rammed the fifth and 
sixth coaches. g 

The lesson of these and other wrecks is that 
the railroads, their dispatchers, their engineers 
and trainmen, know roughly where the trains 
are, but they don't know right down to the sec- 
ond, every second—and it is a second, any sec- 
ond, in which an accident may occur. 

When an engineer is taking his train onto a 
siding, or when he is passing by a train that has 
pulled onto a siding, he ought to know at every 
second of the operation where the other train is, 
and where his train is in relation to it. He 
ought to be in continuous communication wi 
the other engineer. . 

If his train is the one going onto the siding, 
he should also know beyond doubt that the rear 
of his train has cleared the main track. On a 
freight train a quarter-mile to a mile long, the 
flagman, stationed at the rear, is supposed to in- 
form the engineer, but the only way he can do 
it is to wave a flag or a lantern or walk from 
caboose to engine and tell him. These are jobs 
for radio. 

The Katy has been experimenting with radio 
in its yards and expects to install it in its Dallas 
yards in the next eouple of.months, Eventually 
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it intends to extend it to road operations, too, 
and to have two-way radio communication be- 
tween dispatchers and engineers on moving 
trains, and between the engineers themselves. 

It is good business as well as safe business. 
Radio costs something, to be sure, but as Noten 
D. Ballantine, a transportation consultant to the 
Bendix Aviation Corp., has shown with cold 
figures, it would pay for itself in six years 
through operating savings, which thereafter 
would be clear profit. 
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Judge Maxwell’s Responsibility 

On the East Side a new grand jury is on the 
job, and the list of witnesses subpenaed indi- 
cates it is taking up where the last December's 
“runaway” grand jury left off. That grand jury, 
resisting threats and intimidation, indicted for 
“palpable omission of duty” Mayor John T. Con- 
nors of East St. Louis, Police Comimissioner 
John T. English, two members of the City 
Council and several politicians and gamblers. 
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This fine work came to naught because the 


indictments drawn by State’s Attorney Zerweck 
and his staff would not stand up in court. Since 
Zerweck is part and parcel of the machine, the 
defects in the indictment were no surprise. 

The present grand jury and Judge Ralph Max- 
well, under whom it is functioning, should have 
no part of Zerweck or any of his staff. In view 
of their record, they should be barred resolutely 
from the grand jury room; the grand jurors 
should ask for, and Judge Maxwell should ap- 
point, a non-political lawyer who can be de- 
pended upon to draw indictments which will 
stand up. 

If Judge Maxwell honors the grand jury for 
the great guardian of justice it should be, he 
will give it the benefit of the best legal counsel 
possible. 

There is much more for a grand jury to do 
now than there was last December. The failures 
to enforce the laws against gambling are to be 
dealt with again, but even more serious are the 
wholesale violations of the election laws. 

Wardheelers for the machine used the ancient 
trick of holding out a few election boxes, thus 
giving time to see if a few hundred additional 
votes would put across any of their hard-pressed 
candidates.

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Ladue and Rock Hill 

The City of Ladue is perhaps the richest com- 
munity, so far as per capita wealth is concerned, 
in Missouri. 

Rock Hill Village, which adjoins the City of 
Ladue, is a community of people with certainly 
not more than average income, ' 

In preparation for the past election, it was 
obvious to both communities that, if the 10-cent 
county library tax were approved, their citizens 
would have to pay it; provided they had no 
libraries of their own. If they voted their own 
library funds, they would be exempt from a 
county tax. 

So Ladue officials, to escape the county tax, 
proposed a city library tax of 1 cent per $100 
valuation. Rock Hill Village didn’t want to pay 
the county tax, either, and also decided to levy 
a city library tax. But Rock Hill proposed a 
tax of 10 cents per $100 valuation, 10 times the 
amount suggested by the “penny-pinching city 
fathers of Ladue,” as they were termed by 
Mahlon B. Wallace Jr., chairman of the St. Louis 
County Library. 

Both taxes were approved by the voters. As- 
suming the passage of the 10-cent county tax, 
the effect of Ladue’s plan was to avert 9 cents 
in taxes; while Rock Hill’s was not a tax-avoid- 
ance scheme, 

It is true that, while the Ladue tax will yield 
only about $1600 a year, the Rock Hill tax will 
yield not a great deal more—$2256.71. But the 
relative sacrifice, on a comparative basis, is con- 
siderably heavier on Rock Hill than on Ladue,

Representative Boggs of Louisiana and 
Senator Fulbright of Arkansas have intro- 
duced in Congress one of the shortest joint 
resolutions in the history of that body. It 
states simply: “Resolved by the House of 
Representatives, the Senate concurring, 
that the Congress hereby expresses itself 
as favoring the creation of a United States 
of Europe within the framework of the 
United. Nations.” 

It is no accident that the Boggs-Fulbright 
resolution hits congressional hoppers on 
the heels of the President’s message on the 
Greek crisis. It is intended to touch off a 
congressional debate that will clarify the 
new, aggressive foreign policy outlined by 
Mr. Truman. Its single sentence makes its 
sponsors’ point that mere opposition to Rus- 
lan expansion is essentially a negative 
and, therefore, a futile policy. | 

The great need in Europe is for positive 
and united action—action beyond the ca- 
pacity of the tired governments now strug- 
gling to rebuild a score of shattered na- 
tions. Russia is offering, or thrusting upon 
the nations within her orbit, a new political 
and economic unity to réplace the costly 
divisions of the past. In the view of Repre- 
sentative Boggs and Senator Fulbright the 
Russian drive in the Kast can only be coun- 
teracted by comparable unification in the 
West. 


History Revives an Idea 


The concept of a United States of Europe 
je not new. George Washington predicted 
its ultimate organization in a letter to Gen. 
Lafayette. Victor Hugo foresaw the day 
when “two huge unions, the United States 
of America and the United States of Fu- 
rope, will face and greet each other across 
the Atlantic.” 

A variety of contemporary statesmen have 
supported the idea—Winston Churchill, 
Prime Minister Attlee, Charles De Gaulle, 
Leon Blum, Gen. Smuts, and John Foster 
Dulles among others. In a recent survey 
of European parliaments more than 600 
members in a dozen countries were found 
to favor federalization; only 12 voiced op- 
position. 

History has now lifted the theory out of 
the realm of the abstract. It offers, Messrs. 
Boggs and Fulbright believe, a practical so- 
lution to the most urgent problem of the 
postwar world, the German peace settle- 
ment. 

The Foreign Ministers at Moscow are 


hung on the horns of a dilemma~—the need 
to rebuild German industry to sustain the 
economy of Europe, and the danger of fu- 
ture aggression if that historically irre- 
sponsible nation ever regains her industrial 
strength. Only as one of the United States 
of Europe could a strong Germany sustain, 
without endangering, the nations of West-

When the U.S. E. plan was revived by 
Winston Churchill more than a year ago 
it made a little stir in the United States. 
There were valid objections on the ground 
that such a federation of European states 
was designed primarily as a barrier against 
the spread of Communism and, as such, 
was an instrument of power politics incom- 
patible with the concepts of the United Na- 
tions. 


. To the Rescue of Europe 


Those objections, in the light of Mr. Tru- 
man’s statement of foreign policy, are now 
meaningless. American support of a Unit- 
ed Nations of Europe is a logical extension 
of the effort to halt Russian expansion, to 
which Mr. Truman would commit the na- 
tion, 

Clayton Fritchey, editor of the New Or- 
leans Item who returned not long ago from 
an inspection of Europe, stated the case 
for federation in the strongest terms: 


“A federated Europe may once have 
seemed an idle dream, but today it is idle 
to dream of any other solution. It goes 
without saying that to rescue Europe by 
federation will be difficult, but to save it 
without federation is impossible. The na- 
tions of Western Europe have reached the 
same crisis that once faced the 13 original 
American States—they can hang together 
or they can hang separately.” : 


If we accept Mr. Truman’s recommenda- 
tion for unilateral action im Europe we 
shall automatically suspend the operating 
theories of the United Nations. Certainly 
there can be no greater danger in support- 
ing a democratic federation of European 
states in opposition to Russia than there 
will be in supporting the doubtful regimes 
now in power in most of the states con- 
cerned, f 

The choice underlined by the Boggs-Ful- 
bright resolution is between risking war to 
preserve a doubtful status quo, and taking 
the same risk to establish a new and vital

own ideals and aspirations, 
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Who Wants High Tariffs?

Proposals in Washington to build up 
tariff walls and weaken the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act don’t seem to have 
very widespread support across the coun- 
try. 

One section tradifionally associated with 
high tariffs is the Midwest. Yet at the 
recent world trade conference in Chicago, 
speakers representing industries from this 
part of the country gave little comfort to 
those clamoring for a boost in tariffs to 
protect industry from foreign competition. 
Even the smoke-filled room and corridor 
conversations, according to one reporter, 
were not “protectionist.” - 

The conference unveiled a wide variety 
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of support for a low- tariff policy—for a 
wide variety of commercial reasons. 


The unanimity expressed at Chicago 
should serve as a warning to Congressmen 
condidering our future tariff policy. They 
must beware of being stampeded by hyper- 


active minority interests into adopting high- 


er tariffs that are not wanted by and are 


not in the interests of the majority.

Between Book Ends 


Era of Hate 


THREE DAYS, by Stephen Longstreet. (Jelien Memes 


Inc., New York.) 

ORM CENTER , McSpedden. (Dodd 
W a oo, New York) ages 

Here are two historical novels which con- 
tain a mixture of good and bad. Their 
merit lies in that they deal with a stirring 
epoch of American history so that even an 
ordinary story can be lifted to a level of 
high interest by thrilling history. Their de- 
merit lies in the way they are written. 

“Three Days“ tells of 72 hours in the 
Battle of Gettysburg, July, 1863. There is 
little history in the book although one does 
catch a glimpse of Lee, Meade, the peach 
orchard and Pickett’s charge. 2 

Rather, the book presents a panoramie 
view of life in and around Gettysburg dur- 
ing the three days. The reader attends « 
funeral, spends some time at the neighbor- 
hood inn watching the innkeeper’s wife 
make eyes at a soldier, attends a card 
game, makes a visit to the village doctor, 
follows a wife as she searches for her lost 
husband, and has a ringside seat at one of 
the most intimate romantic affairs in print. 

* * — 

Some of the stories involve the soldiers 
and the action of the battle. But that is 
incidental. What the awthor does is to show 
the reaction of people to a battle, and, as 
he describes them, they are probably as 
true of all the battles as of Gettysburg. 
Love, hate, fear, pleasure and the basie 
routine of life must go on even in the at- 
mosphere of war. Longstreet makes the 
most of each story. 

The blurb on “Storm Center” explains 
that it is a novel about Andy Johnson, suc- 
cessor to Abraham Lincoln in 1865. But 
the book is really a biography of Jo 
Walker, who was Johnson's neighbor and 
later his private secretary. 

+ * * 


Apparently he wrote the story of his 
career, in which Johnson, of course, plays 
a very large part, and left the manuscript 
with his grandson, who revised and pub- 
lished it as a novel. Whenever the careers 
of Jo Walker and Johnson part, the book 
follows Walker. So when the war comes 
Johnson, the loyalist, is left while the 
reader follows Walker, who fought with 
Morgan's raiders for the Confederacy. 

Johnson, a much maligned President, has 
but recently come into his own through 
several new biographies, a movie, and now 
by fiction. Johnson lived through critical 
days; in spite of a feeling that the author 
has not made the most of his opportunt- 
ties, one cannot read of secession, the war, 
reconstruction and impeachment and be 
bored.

The small mine 
owners were to pay not less than 
$100 each, and operators of: the 
larger mines heard “suggestions” 
that they pay $1000 each. 
Theoretically these contributions 
wefe voluntary. But as every 
mine operator very well knew, the 
inspector could recommend that 
his mine be closed down or he 
could be ordered to make altera- 
tions that would be ruinously ex- 
pensive. 


Gov. Green’s Activity. 


If the mine operator hesitated, 
he was told by the inspector that 
Robert M. Medill, director of the 
Department of Mines and Miner- 
als in Springfield had instructed 
him to ask “all friends satisfied 
with the inspection service” to 
make a voluntary contribution. 
The money so collected went into 
a fund for the Republican mayoral 
campaign in Chicago. 

Gov. Dwight Green, the Chicago 
Tribune's Governor, was pulling 
out all the stops to defeat Mayor 
Edward J. Kelly’s Democratic ma- 
chine in Chicago. All this was told 
in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch one 
week before the Centralia disaster 
occurred, Medill, whose resigna- 
tion has now been announced 
Green “fom the good of the serv- 
ice,” said he told his inspectors 
merely to mention that voluntary 
contributions would be acceptable, 

After the disaster, it developed

We have selected Turkey and 
Greece not because they are spe- 
cially in need of relief, not be- 
cause they are shining examples 
of democracy and the four free- 
doms, but because they are the 
strategic gateway to the Black Sea 
and the heart of the Soviet Union. 

In exerting our own power at 
the point where the Soviet Union 
is most vulnerable, our intention 
is to relieve the pressure around 
the whole Eurasian borderland, 
and to relax the grip of the Soviet 
upon the European continent, 


Less Risk of War. 


By taking measures th make 
sure that we could enter the Black 
Sea, we not only make it sure that 
the Soviets will not enter the 
Mediterranean, but also that we 
can negotiate with them effec- 
tively about the withdrawal of 
their military power from Europe. 

The military risk of confronting 
Russia with American power ei- 
rectly is less than the alternative, 
which is to do the same thing in- 
directly and defensively. Granted 
that there is a risk of war, the 
risk is greater if the two powers 
act through Balkan satellites than 
if they face each other without 
intermediaries. 

For then either Russia or Amer- 
ica can be committed, and irrep- 
arably entangled, by intrigues and 
incidents which are carried out by 
their satellites. The danger of 
war, as Gen. Eisenhower pointed 
out the other day, is in some stu- 
pid local incident which cannot be 
localized, 


Reds’ Immediate Interest. 


The danger that a Tito or a 
Greek Fascist will start something 
that only a war can finish is much 
greater than that Stalin and Molo- 
tov, confronted directly by Tru- 
man and Marshall, li deliber- 
ately choose war rather than a 
general settlement. 

At the Moscow Conference it 

has become reasonably clear that 
for the time being Russie is com- 
pelled to care most for the eco- 
nomic assistance she can get out 
of Europe. 
No doubt she would dominate 
Europe if she could, but her im- 
mediate and most urgent interest 
in Europe is reparations for her- 
self and help in her own recon- 
struction. She will tighten her 
grip on Europe if that will get her 
more material returns. There is 
reason to think she would relax 
her grip if that would yield higher 
immediate returns. 

The American intervention in 
the Middle East is in itself a 
powerful means of causing her to 
relax her grip. It is one blade, so 


HE intervention in the Middle East is much more likely to 
succeed if the primary purpose, which is to exert American 
military power upon the Soviet power, is clearly avowed, The 
military and diplomatic risks will be no larger, indeed they are 
almost certain to be smaller, if the Administration makes it clear to 
Moscow, to Europe and to our own people, that this is a strategic 
operation—that it is designed not only to check the expansion of 
Soviet power but to bring about its contraction, 


to speak, of the scissors of libera- 
tion from Soviet domination. 

The other blade is necessarily a 
project of European economic re- 
construction, which will in large 
measure have to be financed out 
of our own surplus capital. A way 
will have to be found, to put it in 
its .elemental terms, to ransom 
Europe and to revive it. 

Distributing doles to Greece, 
Turkey, Korea, Iran and others 
on the periphery will not do the 
job. The doles will never be suf- 
ficient, and there will be no end 
to them, It will take real money 
in large amounts to revive Europe, 
money both for capital replace- 
ment and as working capital, This 
money will be well spent, even 
though the amount is large, if the 
essential military and political 
conditions are met. 


The Great Conditions. 


They should be the withdrawal 
of the Red Army, except for con- 
trol of forces in Germany. The 
withdrawal of the Soviet objection 
to the decentralization of Ger- 
many, and the economic union of 
Western and Eastern Europe: 
That is to say, permission to the 
governments in the Russian orbit

Were these great conditions 
met, the European Union col- 
lectively, rather than Britain, 
France, Germany, Poland, Italy 
and the others separately, would 
become a good political risk for a 
large reconstruction loan. 

Out of this loan, and the in- 
creased productivity of Germany 
and of Europe which would then 
be in sight, Russian needs for 
reparations could be met more 
substantially than they can possi- 
* met in any other way.

TAX EXPERT PREDICTS 
MODERATE REDUCTION 


Tells C. of C. Budget Will 
Be Within 3 Billion of 
Truman’s Figure. 


Federal individual income taxes 
will probably not be reduced more 
than an average of 10 per cent 
this year, and Congress will prob- 
ably appropriate within two or 
three billion dollars of President 
Truman's budget estimate, Charles 
Siegel told a Chamber of Com- 
merce luncheon meeting here yes- 
terday at Hotel Jefferson. 

The tax reduction, Siegel said, 
may take the form of 15 per cent 
on incomes below $3000, 10 per 
cent between $3000 and $50,000 and 
5 per eent on larger incomes— 
and a further 10 per cent cut in 
1948 is “likely.” 

The House of Representatives 
has approved 1947 reductions ap- 
proximating 20 per cent, and Con- 
gress may set a tentative budget 
reduction in excess of five billion 
dollars. In Siegel’s opinion, how- 


but wishful thinking. The budget 
ceiling “is only significant as a 
basis for pushing through tax cuts 
before the real budget is agreed 
on,” he said, “The history of tax 
legislation during the past decade 
shows that the House initiates tax 
bills, but the Senate writes them.” 
Siegel is director of the New 
York and Washington tax staffs 
of Research Institute of America.

Philip Willkie, only son of the 
1940 Republican candidate for 
president, is now a student in the 
Columbia University law scheol 
and lives with his mother in a 
Fifth avenue apartment in New 
York City. He has told friends 
that when he is ready for prac- 
tice he expects to return to Indi- 
ana and dig into the legal-political 
trade as his father did, 

The Willkies own four or five 
fertile Indiana farms hard by the 
communities of Elwood and Rush- 
ville, where both the author of 
“One World” and his wife were 
born and reared. Thie summer, as 
in years past except during the 
war, Philip will do his vacation- 
ing on the farms, getting his hand 
in and learning how to manage 
the rich acreage which was his 
father’s pride. 

Now 27 years of age, Philip 
Willkie is a World War II veteran, 
having served with an absolute 
minimum of fanfare and publicity 
as a naval officer. His present 
decision regarding a career ap- 
pears to represent a change from 
his plans in 1940 when his father 
was campaigning for the presi- 
dency: That fall he entered the 
Harvard business school, a course 
interrupted by the war. 

The new plans do not, however,

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CURB PUT ON SPECULATIVE 
COTTON FUTURES HOLDINGS 


Commodity Exchange Commission Acts to 


Avoid Excesses and Price 
Disturbances. 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP)— 


The Government today ordered a 
sharp reduction in the permissible 
amount of speculative holdings of 
traders in the nation’s cotton fu- 
tures markets. 

This action, which becomes ef- 
fective May 10, ig designed, Agri- 
culture Department officials said, 
to “avoid speculative excesses and 
nite| price disturbances” in the marke“. 

Under an order igsued by the 
Commodity Exchange Commission, 
the maximum amount of cotton 
futures that any person may hold 
for speculative purposes at the 
close of any trading day will be 
30,000 bales, in all futures com- 
bined, on any one market. 

At present, the maximum is 
30,000 bales in any one future 
month, Trading now is being con- 
ducted in seven futures. Thus, 
under present regulations, a trader 
may hold as much ag 210,000 bales 
on any one market. 

The new limit applies to net 
positions, long or short. 

The commission, — is com- 
posed of Secretary of Commerce, 


Harriman, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Anderson, and Attorney Gen- 
eral Clark, acted under aufhority 
to the ‘Commodity Exchange Act, 


granting the government power to 
police commodity markets. 

The order was issued on rec- 
ommendation of Anderson, made 
after the sharp break in cotton 
markets last October. That break, 
which was one of the sharpest in 
history, cut prices nearly 9 cents 
a pound from a postwar peak of 
38.5 cents and wiped out thousands 
of small traders. 

Anderson reported subsequently 
that this price collapse was “ac- 
celerated and extended by forced 
liquidation of many  thinly- 
margined speculative accounts, 
and the — of two large ac- 
counts.”

Employment in 5 Urban 
Areas Exceeds That of 


1940 by 25 Pet., Reserve 
Report Says. 


Employment in the St. Louis, 
Louisville, Memphis, Evansville 
and Little Rock areas has almost 
reached the postwar levels fore- 
cast by local Committees for Eco- 
nomic Development, the St. Louis 
Federal Reserve Bank reported 
today, 

In January, employment in these 
five urban areas of the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District exceeded 
that of 1940 by 25 per cent the 
report said. They are using only 
6 per cent less manpower than at 
the war peak and only 3 per cent 
less than the postwar forecasts. 

“In other words,“ the report 
said, the district is presently op- 
erating at an employment level 
anticipated under conditions of 
full peacetime employment.” It 
attributed the achievement in 
large part to new industries and 
the expansion of old ones, and to 
the fact that the district’s war 
effort was largely by plants that 
perform similar operations in 
peacetime. 

With a January employment of 
671,000, which is 7 per cent under 
the C. E. D. goal, St. Louis had 
the poorest showing among the 
five urban areas, it was said. The 
principal causes, it added, were 
labor disputes and materials 
shortages in the iron and steel, 
textiles, electrical machinery, con- 
struction and mining industries, 
Service industries fell short o 
forecasts because of their com- 
paratively low pay. i 

During 1946, $32,700,000 of new 
plants and expansions were 
planned for the St. Louis area 
which, when completed, will pro- 
vide additional employment esti- 
mated at 9700 jobs. 

Employment Trend Here. 

Manufacturing employment in 
St. Louis is below the war peak 
but far above 1940. A higher pro- 
portion of St. Louisans work in 
factories than before the war, and 
an increasing proportion of them 
in durable goods industries, The 
report said this was a promising

As of January, the district had 
found jobs for 810,000 of its 1. 
000,000 discharged veterans, 70, 
000 were unemployed and the re- 
maining 120,000 were in school or 
otherwise withdrawn from the la- 
bor force. The district had re- 
absorbed veterans “in a remark- 
ably short time with a minimum 
of unemployment,” it said, taking 
note, however, that some are dis- 
satisfied because they cannot use

“This suspension prevents the

Shellac Sticks, 

A shellac stick cannot be used 
as lipstick, bubble gum or for 
sharpening old razor blades. On 
the other hand a shellac‘ stick is 
a wonderful little item to have 
around for willing in nicks and 
dents in furniture which other- 
wise would call for a complete re- 
finishing job. 

Choose a shellac stick to match 
the finish of the piece of fur- 
niture in question. Your hard- 
ware or paint shop has these 
sticks in many delicious colors. 


Clean the hole in the wood thor- 


oughly. Heat an old knife blade 
or a screwdriver and melt off 
enough of the stick to fill the 
hole. Here you've got to watch 
things because if the shellac gets 
too hot, it will ruin the good fin- 
ish surrounding the hole and also 
it will be harder to work in prop- 


erly. Work the shellac into the 
hole with the blade of the knife 
or your finger. Bring the top 
of the patch a little highef than 
the surrounding surface. When 
the filling is dry, take off the ex- 
cess with a razor blade but be 
careful of the original finish. Tl 
shellac surface can be smoothed 
ee with a fine grade of pumice 
atone.

Many readers will, I fear, blame 
North for ‘this unhappy result, 
pointing to his five-heart bid as 
the root of evil. This judgment, 
however, would be very unfair. It 
was not North but South who vie- 
lated the tenets of good bidding 
and who was therefore responsible 
for the outcome. Let’s analyse. 

South’s first bid was the strong- 
est call available to him, namely & 
cue bid in the opponents’ suit, pur- 
porting to show first-round 
trol and a huge hand. | 
South had only second-round con- 
trol of spades, there cannot be the 
slightest criticism of his selection 
— indeed, any other call would 
have had serious defects. But 
having announced a powerhouse, 
and having made a bid that direct- 
ed North to keep going until a 
game contract was reached, South 
should have slowed down a trifle 
on later rounds. There was no 
need for his jump to four hearts; 
three hearts would have been 
enough. 

Consider North's position when 
he heard South's actual bids. He 
himself had announced nothing 
in the way of strength; his three- 
club response, being forced, might 
have been based on a blank hand. 
From North’s point of view 
South’s holding might have been 
exactly what it was except for 
the spade ace instead of the K-Q 
and then a slam would have been 
a laydown. South, in the realiza- 
tion that he had only one ace, 
should have been satisfied to stop 
at five hearts.

ANY homemakers who rate 


as excellent bakers, vegetable 

nd meat cooks, acknowledge 
they cannot make a perfect cup 
of coffee, But how they long to 
make it delicious like that served 
at outstanding restaurants or ho- 
tels. By analyzing the coffee 
making situations in such restau- 
rants and hotels, one can discover 
why there is success in one situa- 
tion and failure in the other. 
Places famous for their coffee 
take so much pride in making it 
that they never violate a rule. 
First, they have the best coffee 
making equipment, they keep it 
immaculate, They buy the best of 
coffee and see that it is the cor- 
rect grind and they never skimp 
on their coffee. They use a unit 
package all at once so the coffee 
never has a chance to lose fine, 
fresh flavor and fragrance. As 
soon as the coffee is made, it is 
soon served and so it stays piping 
hot to the last drop in the urn. 
There is no left-over to tempt 
rewarming, Many home-makers 
have good coffee making equip- 
ment, they keep it clean, they 
obtain fine coffee ground espe- 
cially for their equipment, The 
first cause for thejr failure, I feel 
pretty sure, is in not using enough 
coffee. Then, as the coffee is 
measured out each time, the lid 
on the container does not get re- 
placed as rapidly as it should. By 
the time coffee is removed a 
dozen or more times, the re- 
mainder has lost most of its fra- 
grance and flavor. In many 
homes coffee is not served imme- 
diately after it is made, Often it 
must be rewarmed, When there 
is sediment in drip coffee, the 
filter paper or cloth is not put in 
carefully or is not fine enough to 
hold the fine grounds in place as 
coffee drips through. The reason 
for sediment jin boiled coffee may 
be due to the ground coffee not 
remaining in contact with the wa- 
ter long enough to become heavy 
enough to settle out, or the bev- 
erage may not be decanted from 
the grounds carefully ennough.

My Day

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

WE had a letter from a gentle- 

man who is public relations 

counsel for the West Coast 
Lumbermen’s Association and who 
feels very strongly that more is 
being done to keep and rebuild 
our forests in the Northwest than 
I have given them credit for. He 
sends me a small publication 
called “More Timber” which con- 
tains some extremely interesting 
pictures and a good deal of inter- 
esting information. 

My correspondent says one 
thing which I think is hopeful for 
the future: “It is a great thing, a 
tremendously significant thing un- 
der our private- enterprise system 
that the growing of trees and the 
protection of trees from fire has 
become good business practice.” I 
am enormously interested in the 
proper use of forest land. I think 
we can learn a great deal from 
what has been done in the past in 
countries like Germany, Austria 
and Great Britain, where some of 
the old estates had good yearly in- 
comes from carefully tended for- 
est land. 
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THE GROWING OF TREES is 
a private enterprise in many 
cases, but it is an enterprise in 
which the Government has a share 
for various reasons. And the 
people as a whole have a very 
great interest, for the preservation 
of trees affects our water supply 
and our soil conservation. The 
cutting down of trees, particularly 
in mountain areas, can result in 
floods and bare hills, and can re- 
duce populated, prosperous coun- 
trysides to deserted areas. 

I think it is a good thing that 
the Government should, in some 
ways, be in competition with and 
act as a watchdog over private en- 
terprise. It is a human trait to 
want to make the greatest and

quickest profit possible out of 
whatever one is engaged in doing, 
and at the same time to want to 
create a good public opinion about 
one’s enterprise. However, if the 
Government and the public are 
conscious of their interest in an 
asset affecting the wellbeing of 
the nation, I think we can help 
people to think of the long-run 
value of this industry, That is 
the only way in which it can serve 
the public interest in the best way.

HERE IN THE EAST, the farm- 
ers are being encouraged to do as 
much as possible with their wood- 


lots, and where they have large 


areas of trees, the state school of 
forestry is giving much valuable 
information and advice. Trees 
take a long time to mature, how- 
ever, and one has to feel that the 
land is going to be of value to 
one’s grandchildren when one un- 
dertakes to plant trees. So I hope 
that we are going to develop more 
out-and-out ownership of land and 
that there will be a pride in liv- 
ing on the same land for several 
generations. 

One of the greatest dangers to 
trees is forest fires, In Washing- 
ton and Oregon they have organ- 
ized the Junior Forest Council. 
The American Legion, the forestry 


departments of the two states and 
the forest industries’ organizations 
joined to promote forest fire pre- 
vention work by groups of young 
people. Now they are trying to 
educate the general public and the 
program has spread to 19 states. 
We are coming to the season when 


everyone should be watchful not 
to start fires and should help to 
put them out as quickly as pos- 


sible, because they are a great 
danger and constantly cause loss 
to the nation,
